Symposium  Highlights 
Distussioa  Of  Protest

The  third  session  of  the 
symposium  on  student  protest 
movements  is  slated  for  7:30  p.m. 
today  in  1 1 5 Jesse  Knight  Bldg. 

Leading  the  discussion  will  be  W. 
Dennis  Payne  of  the  Sociology 
Dept.,  who  will  first  speak  on  the 
subject,  “Student  Protest  as  a 
Positive  Form  of  Deviancy.” 

The  symposium  is  part  of  the 
Student  Extra  Education  Program 
headed  by  ASBYU  Attorney 
General  Brian  Walton. 

“The  Extra  Education  Program 
has  been  a tremendous  success,” 
Walton  commented.  The  program 
was  initiated  at  the  beginning  of 
spring  semester  on  an  experimental 
basis. 

“The  ‘free  university’  as  it  is 
called  elsewhere  is  an  idea  which 
came  out  of  the  reaction  to  the 
alleged  sterility  of  classroom 


education,”  Walton  stated  in 
explaining  the  origins  of  the 
program.  “At  this  university,  the 
idea  started  in  the  ASBYU 
President’s  office  and  was 
developed  over  several  months, 
being  initiated  this  semester.” 

“We  examined  the  results  of 
similar  programs  at  other 
institutions  and  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  could  do  nothing 
but  good  to  allow  students  the 
opportunity  to  informally  pursue 
areas  of  interest  on  a non-credit, 
extracurricular  basis,”  the  British 
political  science  major  went  on. 

“Our  success  level  would  bear 
out  this  hypothesis,”  he  said. 
“Over  700  students  signed  up  for 
the  courses  and  we  were  able  to 
obtain  the  assistance  of  12 
professors  to  teach  the  courses.” 

“After  several  delays,  we  were 
able  to  begin  classes  on  a strictly 
experimental  basis,”  Walton 
further  stated.

for  eradication  of  the  draft  except 
in  time  of  war. 

Another  student  called 
conscription  “one  of  the  more 
insidious  institutions  in  America 
today.” 

“Not  only  do  I think  we  need  to 
end  the  draft;  we  need  to  end  the 
armed  forces.  . . I think  that  a 
concerted  effort  of  nonviolence  is  a 
stronger  defense  than  any  army  can 
put  up,”  another  speaker  added. 

When  India  was  used  as  an 

resistance,  a student  from  that 
country  disagreed  with  the 
allegation.  “The  British  were  not 
forced  out  because  of  nonviolent 
movement.  They  left. 

“And  had  the  Russians  been 
there  or  some  government  that 
believed  in  force  they  would  not  be 
able  to  force  that  particular 
government  out,”  he  said. 

After  several  speakers  claimed 
that  the  Vietnamese  war  is  a civil 
war  where  United  States 
involvement  is  unjustified,  a girl 
commented,  “The  main  principle 
of  pacifism  in  the  United  States 
seems  to  be  that  only  the  United 
States  kills  people.”
